There will be fewer children born and 
they will be better born,” made into an 
epligram by E. C. Beall, the phrenologist, is 
the text of thought for those eociologiets 
who are studying this problem now. The 
hopeful view to take is that this process 
of pre-natal avlection has already oegun. 
The birth rate is decreasing in America, as 
it is almost every where else. In 1990 the 
birth rate was W., in 1809 it was .. 
That meant a decrease for ten years alone 
of a little more than four births per L000 of 
population, Comprehenstve statistics of the 
years since 1890 have not been compiled, but 
It is reasonable to suppose that conditions 
have not changed, and that the decrease in 
the birth rate still continues. 

When the news that fewer children were 
being born was first made widely public It 
create) much discusslon and r.any express 
slons of apprehenston. The history of the 
world has been made up of eyes of prog- 
res and retrogreesslon. Several highly ei- 
med peoples have our of existence 
because their civilization took them $0 far 
from nature that their health was impov- 
erished, their death rate increazed and their 
birth Tate bosered. When these unhappy 
conditions advanced far enough, as in the 
case of the Roman empire, Uisaster came. 
Rome dizappeared as a nation, through its 
own excesscs. 


Ing Views of the Decreasing Birth 
Nute. 

Many logical thinkers, when 'he decrease 
in our birth rate became 80 apparent, ar- 
gued that our own country and several na- 
tions of Europe in which similar conditions 
were known to exist were inviting similar 
fates. Some still think it; but most stu- 
dents now regard the matter in a new light. 
They hold, with much reason in their argu- 
ment, that the whote world has become 80 
inter-dependent and inter-helpful that civil 
ization cannot be stopped—that it has gath- 
ered such momentum that progress toward 
better things will inevitabiy continue. They 
attribute the decrease of the birth rate to 
prudence rather than vitiated vitality, or 
unwise dislike of child bearing among wo- 
men, and argue that parents having only a 
few children to care for will be much bet- 
ter able to care for them well than if the 
family were larger: They alzo call atten- 
tion to the enormous increaved c'rculation 
of authentic literature concerning the 
pclence of childbirth as a good sign, and at- 
tribute to it, in a measure, the tendency to- 
ward small families. 


It Is Ancient History 

This «ci#nce of childbirth is one of the 
great truths that was lost in the passage 
of former civilizations. The Greeks unrea- 
noningly recognized it, hence their wonder- 
ful beauty; the Spartans recognized 4t- with 
much understandigg of its causes and et- 
fects, hence the most marvelous race of 
warriors in history. But both nations died 
from other causes, and this greatest of na- 
ture's secrets died with them to some S* 
tent—that is, there has not been, since the 
| days of ancient Greece and Sparta any gen-

Wonderful Poxxtbilitics. 

It Is Claimed by enthuslasts that the 4i- 
rection of a child's mind development can, 
in favorable ctreumstances, be completely 
controlled by careful regard for the condi- 
on of the mother's brain. For instance, 
it is clahned that parents may produce 
children of any marked characteristic they 
may desire, by making that characterisric 
the most prominent influence of the mother 
mind during pregnancy. Sydney Barring- 
ton Elliott, M. D. in his recently pub- 
Ushed book, "Acdeloegy,” has collected 
what is probably the must remarkable mass 
of evidence on this suvject which has ever 
been gathered, He says: 

"Heredity is that law by which perma- 
nent qualities of the parents or of the more 
remote ancestors appear in the cnild; while 
prenatal influence signifies the effect pro- 
duced upon the future being by temporary

Those of our readers, who are of a 
soientifio turn of mind will be inter- 
ested to know of the experiments which 
Mr. Thomas A. Edison and Mr. Preece, 
of England nnd other soientiste ore 
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of the Lick telescope, strange looking 
lights arranged in « triangle were geen. 


Every night as the great planet rose 
in the heavens, as % as 
darkness had wet in, the lights 


flashed out and glowed with a steady 
and constant reeplendence. 

May this not have been an eftort of 
the inhabitants of Mars to attract the 
attention of the people on the earth, is 
the question that some xcientists are 
are asking. The great French astrono- 
mer, Flammarion, held such an opin- 
ion, and reasoned in favor of the earth 
signaling back. 

It bas been shown that the condi- 
tions of Mars are more nearly those of 
the earth than any other of the plan- 
ets. Both of the «now caps can be 
plainly cen in any first-class telescope, 
for Mars can nvw be seen in the morn- 
ing and fonnd in the constellation 
capricorn. The atmosphere of Mars is 
clearly visible and astronomers are able 
to tell by the positten of the planet to the 
sun, and the expansion or diminus- 
tion of its «now caps, the progress of 
its soasons, and what kind of winters 
and summers they aro likely. to have 
there. 

Then there are many, who believe in 
Schapparelli's canal theory. Schappa- 
relli is a celebrated Italian astronomer, 
who claims that the straight lues 
which are «cen on Mars ate canals 
which its {nbabitants, who are highly 
elviliged, have built. 

If these mysterious sounds, of which 
both Messers. Preece and Edison claim 
to have kept « record, are messages 
from Mars, it will require mnch stady 
to explain them. Mr. Preece claims 
in his discovery that it is possible for 
the inhabitants of the earth to send 
direct electrical cnrrents to Mars, aud 
that, as its inhabitants are s far ahead 
of the people of the earth, they may be 
able, in time, to help us ont in open- 
ing np communication. 

By many it is believed that snch an 
experiment awaits the near future 
and that electricity, being a universal 
force, is the one, should the planets 
ever come in communication with each 
other, by which they will come. 
Electricity is such a mysterions and 
wonderful something, and when we 
consider its apparent relation to 
the sun and its visible sym- 
pathy with other heavenly bodies 
and the strange manner in which it 
cames and goos, we are still puzzled 
over it. But when we remember what 
has already been accomplished with 
this powerful force, we «hall hardly be 
surprised to zee even this fond hope of 
the scientific world realized. 

There may be those who do not 
agree with this theory of the planct 
Mars being inhabited, but as our earth 
is n planet and is peopled, why may 
not Mars and the other planets also be 
inhabited, and especially Mars, sivce 
we know more of it than of the other 
planets aud because of its close resem- 
blance to the earth! But Mars is very 
much smaller than the earth, its diam- 
eter being only about 4,200 miles, 
Those who have taken the pains to in- 
form themselves, know that its Seasons 
are similar iu character to those of our 
earth. The days on that planet are 
forly minutes longer than our days, 
but its years are twice as long. 

It has been thought, until quite re- 
cently, that Mars had no moon, but 
late astronomical investigations have 
fonnd-two small zatellites near Mars, 
which are supposed to be moons, 

Ou the surface of Mars are oceans 
aud continents, and the atmosphere 
is similar to ours; clouds form, 
snow falls, ice and now gather 
at the poles during the winter months 
and melt partially during the summer. 
If it is wot inhabited the indications 
are that certain processes are at work 
there which are modeling. the planet 
after our own, making it a fit dwelling 
place for living creatures; still this is 
not proof positive that such creatures 
do exist there.

BRANDY AND WORK, 

Dr. Parkes, F. R. 8., of the Notloy Hos- 
pital, is purſuing his inquiries into the 
effects of diet gnd exercige on the bodily 
condition, and on the elimination of certain 
2288 from tho animal economy. His 

st experiments were made on a soir, a 
Scotebman, powerfully butt; 
years of age. The exercise was walking 
and digging ; and any one who has handle 
a spade knows, that to dig for nine hours a 
day is not easy. work, The experiments 
were continued during sixteen ys, and 
were brought to à close with trials of tho 
effect of brandy. After drinking four ounces 
of brandy, he uncied *he could de a great 
deal of work; but when he came to do it, ho 
found he was less capable than he thodght.”
